That is, an easy thing lo say, and it is true, but how is it to 


be determined .who is robbing Ihe people of their bread and 
butter? Some say it is Ihe packers, others Ihta il is Ihc mid- 
dlemen all the way from Ihe .farms to Ihc tables of the con- 
sumers. In Ihe meantime there is no lack of law for Ihe pun- 
ishment of the profiteers, but (he condition complained of 
continues. 


•Mr. Keller, a new, congressman from Minnesota, also had 


something (o say. Me, like Mr. Clark, predicted trouble if 
things keep on as they are going now. "Individually," he de- 
clared, "1 am in favor of sending lo the penitentiary every 
profiteer in' the laud.

ihe profiteers have a stronger grip than il would seem possible 
for (hem to retain. 


If the law makers could afford any relief il would be wel- 


come.
